as the text books bave taught us, by 
oxygen. This is in agreement with the 
modern theory that many substances 
when they are dissolved in water are 
dissociated into iéns, or minute parti- 
cles smaller even than atoms, al! car- 
rying electrical charges. Even pure 
water contains a certain number of 
these. Acid impurities multiply the 
hydrogen ions and strengthen them in 
their corrosive effect upon iron. The 
action is purely electric and involves 
an exchange of the electric relations 
between the hydrogen and the tron. 
By immersing the iron in a concentrat- 
ed solution of chromic acid and then 
washing and wiping it, says Dr. Cush- 
man, the metal is rendered passive, so 
that ft becomes capable of resisting 
electro chemical attack. This, if true, 
remarks the Circle, means that a meth- 
od has at last been found for protect- 
ing structural iron work and machin- 
ery. 


Centrifugal Force. 

There are more phenomena in cen- 
trifugal force than the mere power to 
keep articles upright. A soft iron disk 
revolved rapidly will cut through 
heavy armor plate. Even a disk of 
cardboard revolved rapidly in a lathe 
will behave like sheet metal. A report 
of German experiments states that the 
cardboard can be no longer bent, and 
if struck with a hammer it emits a 
sound like that from bronze, Even pa- 
per acquires quite unusual properties. 
An eight inch disk of good paper, per- 
fectly circular, was placed on the shaft 
of an electric motor, and when rotated 
at the motor’s highest speed it easily 
sawed through cigar box wood. Cen- 
trifugal force may give many other cu- 
rious effects. For example, a small 
chain may be fitted as a closed ring on 
a rotating drum and in such a way 
that it can be slipped off when the 
drum reaches, its highest speed, and 
the chain will then roll on a table like 
a solid ring and bounce up like a hoop 
on striking the ground. 


Substitute For Girss. 

Tectorium, a substitute for glass, is 
prepared by applying a varnish to a 
finely meshed iron wire fabric. The 
varnish consists principally of good 
linseed oil, in which the vertically 
hanging wire fabric is repeatedly dip- 
ped;up to as many as twelve times. 
After each dipping the thin Tayer of 
ol! is dried in warm air, The fabric 
thus obtained is exceedingly dexibie, 
strong. impermeable and very well 
adapted for skylights, greenhouses, 
ete, 


A Twelve Ton Meteorite. 

The United States government has 
given permission to Horace G. Herold 
to remove a twelve ton meteorite 
which he discovered in the Washing- 
ton national forest in December, 1907, 
This is said to be one of the largest 
meteorites iy the world, if mot the 
largest, 


By means of this new type of ma 
fine thermometer it is possible to re 
cord sea temperatures to one one-thou 
sandth of a degree OC. The microther- 
mometer Is of the electrical resistance 
type, in which variations of the re 
‘sistance of the metal wire serve to 
give a measure of the.changés of tem- 
Perature of the medium in which the 
‘Instrument is immersed. The resist- 
ance of the wire is made so high that 
Small variations in temperature pro- 
duce comparatively great changes in 
the resistance. 

The coll is made with a resistance of 
125 ohms and consists of 250 feet of 
pure ifon wire wilk covered and wound 
on a copper cylinder about four inches 
in diameter and six inches wide. The 
cylinder is fitted accurately inside a 
second copper cylinder. The ends of 
the cylinders are carefully soldered 
and rendered water tight, while the 
connecting wires pass out through the 
middie of the outer cylinder. A stout 
copper tube is riveted on to the outer 
cylinder, to which other copper tubes 
can be fastened. ‘The wires’ pass 
through a lead cable to the chart room, 
where they dre connected to the bridge 
for obtaining a measure of the tem- 
perature resistance. Thus the absolute 
temperature as well as the small raria- 
tions can be accurately measured. By 
means of a sultable modification and 
combination of a Calendar recorder 
with the wire bridge it is possible to 
record automatically the temperature 
to one one-hundredth of a degree 
Readings can be taken every half min- 
ute, and curves are plotted showing 
the variations of water temperatures. 

The instrument is supported over the 
side of the ship about five feet under 
the surface of the water. It has been 
found that the exposure of the bulb of 
the thermometer by the waves pro- 
duces no irregularities, as the tempera- 
ture of air in direct contact with the 
sea does not differ from that of the 
water. j

the presence of icebergs. The oscilla- 
tions can be observed only on a con- 
tinuous record. On the scale of the 
new electrical thermometer a single 
degree of temperature is represented 
by an interval of two feet, so that 
| variations which would be impercepti- 
ble on an ordinary thermometer have a 
great effect on this sensitive instru- 
| Ment. ‘ 


The South Sea Swells. 

We all remember with what fre- 
quency in the old narratives of experi- 
ences in the south seas reference is 
; made to the heavy swells of the ocean, 
which impressed the navigators with 
| the idea of their remoteness from land, 
| says Scientific American. The great 
size of the sea waves in high southern 
latitudes has been explained by the 
fact that south of the Cape of Good 
Hope and Cape Horn there is neither 
windward nor leeward shore and the 
prevailing wind i» all longitudes fs 
westerly. Thus when a west wind 
springs up it nds a long westerly 
swell, the effect of a previous wind, 
still running. The new born wind in- 
creases the steepness of this swell and 
so forms majestic storm waves, which 
sometimes attain a length of 1,200 feet" 
from crest to crest. The average 
beight attained by sea waves in feet 
is about half the velocity of the wind 
in miles per hour. 


Peruvian Petroleum. 

Efforts are being made to develop 
more extensively the petroleum re 
sources of Peru. The known deposits 
of oll occur in a very narrow strip of 
land between the foothills. of the 
Andes and the shore of the Pacific, 
and much of this Is flooded at high 
tide. PtHes of railroad tron driven tp 
the pure ocean sand, which varies in 
depth from five to fifty feet, are used 
as foundations for the derricks. The 
shallowest of the driven wells is 1,760 
feet in depth. There ts very little gas, 
and the oll is very beavy, so that it 
can be put into buckets with shovels, 
and it is carried direct to the furnaces 
to serve as fuel.

This fiber is the result of tlre shed- 
dings of the leaf sheath of a sea grass 
botanically known as Posidonia.austra- 
lis and so far has been found only in 
Spencer gulf, South Australia, where

The uses of the fiber are found by 
experiments made by competent per- 
sons to be many and varied, and it 
possesses many unique qualities. It | 
will spin and weave in union with |

vegetable fiber to do this. It is practi- ' 
cally noninflammable, its charring | 
point being 378 degrees F°., and it is to | 
that extent a nonconductor, unlike cot- 
ton. It does not shrink and has more 
resilience than kapok. It-is also found | 
to be as good for ship calking as 
oakum. | 

Blankets and cloth woven of a mix- | 
ture of wool and this fiber, together | 
with samples of the fiber in. various | 
stages of production from plant to+ 
yarn, are now on view in the sample 
room of one of the leading wool houses 
in Australia, and the manufactured 
articles are being most favorably com- 
mented upon by those {nterested in the 
textile industries. On account of its 
splendid dyeing properties it can also 
be used in the making of carpets; also | 
for coir matting, hessian, bagging, | 
woolpacks, and it appears difficult to | 
say to what other uses with proper 
machinery it cannot be put.

NEW VEHICLE WRENCH. — 


Holds Wagon Nut in Jaws by Means | 
of a Wire Spring. | 

Pictured in the accompanying en- | 
graving is a wrench particularly 
adapted for unscrewing the nuts of 
carriage and wagon axles. The wrench 
differs from the ordinary in that it se- 
curely holds the nut in place, permit- 
ting of conveniently starting the nut | 
when screwing it on the axle and pre- 
venting it from falling and being lost 
when it is removed from the axle. 

The general form of the wrench is 
similar to the ordinary, consisting of 
the usual square socket with an exten- 
sion at one side, which serves as a 
handle. Fitted in the socket is a 
spring,.the general form of which is 
indicated in Fig. 3. It will be ob- 


served that the spring is bent at its 
center and then doubled so as te pro- 
vide a portion which extends into the

socket and another portion which 
passes along the outside. The outer 
portion terminates in a pair of hooks 
which pass through openings in the 
wrench just below the handle and 
serve to hold the spring firmly in 
place. When using a wrench of this 
sort the operator may keep his hands 
clean, for he does not have to touch 
the nut. The wrench clings to the nut 
after it has been removed, and there 
is no danger of its becoming soiled by 
falling to the ground. The inventor of 
this improved vehicle wrepch is Car- 
roll J. Atkins, Cando, N. D. 


A Hint For Carpenters. 

Many times a carpenter finds it nec- 
essary to cut through a board wall or 
partition with a saw. The usua! meth- 
od is to bore a hole dnd start the saw 
cut with a compass saw. A cleaner 
and better cut can be started and 
made with a common handsaw if the 
end of the saw blade is rounding, says 
Popular Mechanics. This rounding 
part should be cut on a radius of about 
six inches. The cutting can be accom- 
plished by describing the arc of a cir- 
cle and clamping the saw blade in a 
vise with the line at the edge of the 
jaws. The blade can be cut easily 
with a cold chisel and hammer. 
teeth are then filed in the circle the 
same as the other part of thé blade. 
The round end will start a cut in the 
surface of wood at any point. 

Testing Flying Torpedoes. 

According to a dispatch from Berlin, 
the Krupp firm has contributed $2,500 
per year to enable Professor Weichert 
ef Gottingen to prosecute his experl- 
ments with an aerial or “flying” tor- 
pedo for which extraordinary speeds 
are claimed. The object of Professor 
Weichert’s present investigation is fo 
werk out a system of wireless control, 
Although such details as have been 
made public are.so confusing as to 
searcely warrant repetition, 
be little doubt that experi 1 work 
of this character is being seriously un- 
dertaken.

The property owners of the town 
of Blairmore yuted on two money 
byluwe on Friday last. One by- 
law was for the borrowing of 
$40,000 with which to purchase 
the waterworks, and the other was 
for the borrowing of $5,000 for the 
purpose of purchasing propérty 
and erection thereon of a fire hall, 
the latter to.be well equipped with 
fire fighting apparatus. 

The vote recorded was a very 
small one—only 48 in all. There 
were 35 in favor of the bylaws and 
13 against. It was necessary to 
have a two-thirds vote to win, so it 
will be seen that nearly three- 
fourths of the voters marked in 
favor of the bylaws. ‘This will 
mean that the town will take over 
and operate the water works as 
soonas they are completed and 
Oh ic be the only town in this dis— 
trict to have municipal-owned 
water works, This is another in- 
stance of Blairmore’s progressive-- 
ness. Nowthat Blairmore has set 
the lead, it will be quite natural 
for other towns to follow her ex- 
ample.

FOR THE PASS 


As will be seen elsewhere in this issue, application will be 
made to the government at the present session of the provincial 
parliament for the right to construct and operate an_ electric 
railway along The Pass, from Cowley on the east to Crow Nest 
This will. be glad news to thousands of 
residents in this section of the country where there is a con- 
stantly large and ever increasing passenger as well as freight 
traffic. 

W. A. Beebe is acting as agent for the applicants, and in an 
interview with him on Tuesday the “captain” told a reporter 
that already there was available sufficient capital with which to 
|construct and put in operation the proposed electric railway. 
|Mr. Beebe further declared that should the government con- 
sider the application favorably, work would be commenced on 
the new railroad as soon as the warm weather commences. ° 

The electric railroad will run from Cowley to Lundbreck, 
then north across the C. P. R. and west to Burmis,, Passburg, 
Maple Leaf, Bellevue and Hillcrest, Frank, Blairmore, Coleman, 
| Carbondale, then south across the C. P. R. and west to the lakes, 
making in all a track of about twenty-five miles in length. The 
estimated cost ot grading the road, purchasing rails and com- 
pleting the new system 1s $250,000. 

An hourly service will be given, running from early morn 
until late at night. Fares will be moderate. Experienced 
motormen and conductors will be: employed, a thoroughly 
competent and reliable staff of officials will be in charge, and a 
most satisfactory and efficient service is promised the public by 
the Crows Nest Pass Electric Railway Company by which name 
the new company will be called. 

The power house, car barns and head office of the company 
will be located in Blairmore, this is extremely necessary because 
of the town's central position, Further particulars of this new 
enterprise will be given in a later issue of this imparter of 
knowledge.
